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Chaffey College 
dean of student 
services quits

Saying his job is ‘‘an impossible 
one,’ Chaffey College’s David 
Agosto, dean of student services, 
has announced his resignation 
effective in June. 

After working in his job just since 
last May, Agosto feels he is 
overworked and underpaid. He also 
feels the college is ‘‘walking on thin 


ice’) because of a smatll 
administrative staff. 
In a recent interview, Agosto 


talked about his resignation and the 
burden placed on him as one of the 
college's top administrators 

“Immediately before I got here — 
and I-didn't know this when I came 
- they had combined the positions 
of vice president of student services 
and dean of student affairs,’ Agosto 
said 

The college had gone through a 
reorganization of the 
administration which 
Superintendent-President James 
Catanzaro said had helped him 
reduce the number of 
administrators by 40 to 50 percent 
since he took over as superintendent 
in April 1978 

But, Agosto feels the reductions in 
administration are beginning to 
catch up with the institution 

It saves the district some 
money, but in the long run does it 
really?" Agosto asked 

In his first six months as dean 
Agosto said he was spending 50 to 60 
hours a week on the job doing work 
that had been done previously by 
two administrators 

The program right now is at its 
pinnacle. It’s been at a point that its 
never been at before,’ he said of 
student services. There are more 
programs and more employees in 
the department now than there have 
ever been 


My continual fight to get this 
position upgraded to what it should 
be have been unsuccessful,” said 
Agosto. That leaves an 
administrator with two choices, he 
said. He can get trustrated and quit 
or “glide along” and not do the job 
right 


Agosto has chosen to leave 
Agosto’s leaving is not the first 


time an administrator has left 
recently due to an ‘‘impossible”’ 
task. 

Jean Garrett, hired as business 
manager about the same time 
Agosto was employed, left Chaffey 
in September after a few months on 
the job 

“Tam unable to deliver the job 
that I was hired todo,‘* Garrett said 
at the time. She cited several 
reasons for resigning 

Among them, Garrett said when 
she took over she was faced with the 
“enormous task” of closing the 
books on the 1979-80 fiscal year and 
preparing the next year’s budget 
Work on the budget, should have 
been started three to four months 
earlier, she said 

“T was able to complete the 
assignment — which was an 
impossible one,” she said 

Because of her time spent on the 
job. her family life suffered, she 
sald 

Agosto agrees that the job of 
business manager is another with 
high demands and is not properly 
compensated for when looking.at the 
salaries of other such 
administrators at state community 
colleges 

Agosto called Donald Sorsabal, 
the new college business manager, 
the best in the state. Yet he is only 
making $41,405 a year 

According to statistics from the 
state Community College's 
Chancellors Office, the one holding 
the top business administrator 
position at Riverside City College 
made $44,500 last year. Riverside 
has about the same enrollment as 
Chaffey 

At nearby Mt. San Antonio 
College, which has a larger 
enrollment than Chaffey, the top 
business post paid $52,500 last year 

In student services, Mt. San 
Antonio College has a vice-president 
who is currently making in excess of 
$50.000 and a dean of student 
services who makes $47,460 a year 

At Riverside, two associate deans 
of student services are on a salary 
range from $42,642 to $44,373 
annually, according to the personnel 
office

Water line in Upland 


shut off for

The temporary shut-off of a 10 
foot-wide water pipeline in Upland 
following discovery of a leak should 
have little or no effeet on local con- 
sumers. according to officials 

Howard Williams, spokesman tor 
the Metropolitan Water District 
said valves controlling the flow of 
water into the line were closed last 
week as part of routine 
maintenance 

The leak was located off the 
southeast corner of 19th Street and 
Campus Avenue when water bubbl- 
ed to the surface. A quarter-inch 
crack apparently formed in the 
pipeline due to settling, he said 

The Metropolitan Water District 


repairs 


supphes water to the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water Distriet, which is 
in turn a supplemental source of 
water to many individual West End 
agencies 

Theo Nowak, general manager of 
CBMWD. said the temporary cut-off 
would incur no interruption in ser- 
vice 

It will mean a couple of weeks’ 

interruption in our percolation 
program,” he said. *‘but it should 
have no impact on service.”

Halfway house stirs controversy

\ controversial halfway house for 
soon-to-be released state prison in- 
mates operated for more than a 
month in north Upland without 
knowledge of either city or police ot- 
ticials 

Police were not even notified 
when two convicted burglars es- 
caped from the unlocked facility 
located at 1360 W. 20th St.. the 
former SPAN (Special Projects 
Alcohol and Narcotics) site 

Upland Re-Entry was openedJan 
15 by the state Department of 
Corrections as part of a work 
furlough program for ‘low risk” in- 
mates no more than 9 days from 
their parole dates. 

Now that the city is aware of its 
existence, its time may be short 
City officials say the area is zoned 
as Single-family residential and 
such a facility does not comply 

Lucile R. Wills, director of the 
program, said there was no inten- 
tion to keep the police department in 
the dark about the program. ‘‘They 
knew we were here as SPAN 
Nobody had gone down to formally 
inform them...you have a thousand 
things to do when you open a facility 
like this 

On Feb. 13, a prisoner who had 
been at the facility for three days — 
Freddie Dean Aguirre, 36, — left to 
look for work and never returned 

Eleven days later, one of the 
Original residents, William 
Palomino, arranged his bedding to 
simulate a sleeping form and 
slipped out during the night, alleged- 
ly taking a car belonging to another 
resident 

He was arrested less than four 
hours later in Orange County on a 
charge of driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol, according to 
authorities. Orange County officials 
later learned he was an escaped con- 
vict 


Upland police chief raps prison

Upland Police Chief Coy Estes

Aguirre is still at large and a 
warrant has been issued for his 
arrest 

In neither case was the Upland 
Police Department notified, says 
Chief Coy Estes. ‘‘We heard about it 
second-hand. One of our detectivés 
was down on another matter at the 
(Ontario) district attorney's office 
and overheard a conversation about 
an escapee from Upiand.” 

That was the first the police 
department heard about the 
facility's existence, says Estes. 
Agent Tom Garner was sent to the 
facility Feb. 23 to find out what was 
going on 

“I'm very disappointed to see 
another agency operate in this 
manner and not have the courtesy to 
say they were going to do this,”’ 
Estes said. ‘This back-door ap- 
proach is a slap in the face to the 
city,” 

The facility is located in an upper 
middle-class section of Upland, four 
blocks south of the San Antonio 
Heights area. A sprawling house, 
reputed to be about ‘80 vears old, 
serves as quarters for the inmates, 
known as ‘residents.’ The house is 
set back in an orange grove. 

The SPAN program leased the 
house from the owner three years 
ago. SPAN went out of business in 
December because of lack of county 
funding and contracted the facility 
to the Department of Corrections, 
according to Wills, who had also 
been the director of SPAN 

Upland Re-entry is one of four 
residences operated by the Depart- 
ment of Corrections in the local 
region, which includes the counties 
of Orange, San Diego. San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside, Imperial and part 


of Los Angeles, according to 
regional administrator Howard 
Miller 


The work furlough program is not 
new, said Miller. But until Jan. 1, it 
had been operated from the prisons 


roster of the ‘‘residents’’ at a 
halfway house for soon-to-be 
released state prison inmates in 
Upland — and seven of them served 


Details of 16th Street project ironed out

Repaving a street isn't as simple 
as slapping down a new laver of 
viacktop. Hours of work and coor- 
dination must go’ into planning the 
project — particularly one as impor- 
tant as the repaving of 16th Street in 
Upland. 


The mile-long. stretch of road 
from Campus Avenue east to the 
Rancho Cucamonga city limits has 
been a headache to motorists for 
years as they dodged chuckholes in 
the cracked and broken roadway. 


City officials struggled to find the 
$400,000 necessary to make the im- 
provements, and when the funds 
were finally received from the 
federal government, gave the go- 
ahead to the project. 


On Friday. nearly 30 represen- 
tutives from loeal utility companies. 


contractors, Caltrans and the city 
gathered for the final step before 
beginning work on the road. At the 
preconstruction meeting, the 
finalized plans were reviewed and 
approved by all those gathered — 
and details were ironed out. such as 
where trenches are to be dug, what 
utility lines will be affected, and 
who will be responsible for each 
step of the job. 


When completed, 16th Street will 
be widened from the present two 
lanes of traffic to four, and will also 
have bicycle paths on each side of 
the road. 


Deputy City Engineer John Wisz 
helped coordinate the plans between 
different phases of the job. 
Representatives from a gravel com- 
pany in the area wanted to confirm 
they would always have access to 
their site throughout the construc- 
tion period, and each of the utility 


& 


companies detailed what lines or 
pipes would be affected and what 
lines must be relocated. 


Blueprints of the job were spread 
across a table, and each person 
checked to confirm the 
arrangements made over the past 
several weeks did not impinge upon 
each other. 


A Caltrans official was present to 
insure the federal funds were utiliz- 
ed in the manner in which they were 
intended, and briefed those involved 
with the project as to the types of 
records and labor qualifications that 
must be met. 


Construction is anticipated to 
begin in about a week, after all the 
materials to be used in the project 
have been tested to meet minimum 
requirements. 


Wisz said 16th Street im- 
provements should be completed 


near the beginning of June. 

Other additions will be made, in- 
cluding a pedestrian and golf cart 
underpass to be built by Matreyek 
Homes in conjunction with the 
proposed Upland Hills Country Club. 
The development is planned for 226 
acres on either side of 16th Street, 
and will include an 18-hole golf 
course. 


Although the preconstruction 
meeting is just one of the many 
steps in planning a complex project, 
it serves a valuable means to verify 
all the arrangements with those par- 
ties involved. 


Wisz said if all the other plans 
were accurate, few changes are ac- 
tually made in the preconstruction 
meeting. But by gathering all in- 
terested parties in one place before 
Starting the actual work, he said it 
safeguards against any mistakes 
tat would prove costly at a later 
date, 


“The (state) legislature recogniz- 
ed that there is an overcrowding 
problem in the prisons and this is a 
way to somewhat alleviate that 
problem,” said Miller. 

As the program gains momentum, 
up to 3.000 halfway houses will be 
opened throughout the state, said 
Miller 

The purpose of the program is to 
ease new parolees back into the 
community, say the program direc- 
tors. 

“These people are going to be 
released anyway. It's far better to 
have something like this than to 
dump them out on the street with 
$100 and say, ‘Here, boy,’”’ said 
Wills. 

She said the program has been 
trying to keep a ‘‘low protile’’ in the 
community, although there was 
“nothing to hide.” 

‘We wanted to remain low-profile 
until we built up in the community 
that we were going to be an asset. 
That's the reason we didn’t rush to 
the police department — although I 


called them when the facility was . 


going to be empty,” Wills said. 

Estes said he didn’t get any calls 
about SPAN shutting down. Neither 
did the West End Sheriff's Office, 
which policed the area until it was 
annexed to the city last June. 

Upland city manager Lee Travers 
said he was disturbed about not be- 
ing told of the facility's current 
usage. 

“J would think Upland residents 
would have a negative reaction, I 
wouldn't be surprised if they ob- 
jected,’’ he said 

Travers said his office is in- 
vestigating the facility and may 
soon be taking steps to shut it down. 

“Unless there is some grand- 
tather right for its existence, it is 
not a permitted use within the zone 
of that property,” he said. 

Wills said it was her understan- 
ding the facility was located in an 


time for violent crimes. 

“There are 16 names on this list. 
It’s a Xerox and there’s no date on 
it. About half the people were 
convicted of a violent crime,” Estes 
said. 

The crimes included armed 
robbery, conspiracy to commit 
murder, manslaughter, accessory to 
robbery and assault with a deadly 
weapon, he said. 

The other inmates were convicted 
of burglary, auto theft, receiving 
stolen property, writing non- 
sufficient fund checks, grand theft 
person (a charge similar to, but less 
serious than, robbery),and 
possessing a controlled substance. 


The chief said he had been assured 
by the directors of the facility at 
1360 W. 20th St., known as Upland 
Re-Entry, that all the residents 
were ‘“‘low-risk’’ inmates. 


“They haven’t been honest about 
anything,” he said. 

The facility, run by the state 
Department of Corrections, had 
been operating for more than a 
month without the knowledge of 
either police or city officials. It 
wasn’t until after two inmates 
escaped that the police leamed of 
the facility’s purpose.

agricultural area. 

“We were never notified that we 
were in a residential zone. We've 
been here long before the city ever 
came in, and we were always 
agricultural. We're in the middle of 
a grove.” 

Until the issue of zoning is settled, 
it appears the re-entry program will 
continue. Currently, 16 men and one 
woman live there. Capacity is 25 
residents. 

The inmates are either employed 
or are seeking work. They must sign 
in and out and are occasionally spot- 
checked on the job site. They must 
undergo a narcotics test at any 
time 

Only non-violent prisoners are 
allowed to participate in the 
program, according to Wills and 
Miller. No rapists, murderers, sex 
offenders, gang members or current 
drug addicts are allowed in 

Work furlough participants are 
thoroughly screened, first by the 
prison and later by program ad- 
ministrators, said Miller. 

“But there will always be es- 
capes. We're dealing with human 
beings, human behavior. We just 
don’t have that kind of predictive 
ability. But we don't want a 
dangerous psychopath escaping 
we're lowering the risk to the com- 
munity by our screening and exclu- 
sion criteria,”’ he said 

There are no locked doors at the 
facility, although a staff member is 
on duty during nighttime hours. 

“We won't stop them if they 
choose to go.” said Wills 


The residents each pay $5 room 
and board per day. They travel to 
work either in private cars, com- 
pany vehicles or by bus. 


Wills said reaction from 
employers has been positive. ‘‘When 
they're willing to give a former in- 
mate a chance, they usually find 
he’s a good worker.” 


officials 


said “low risk’’ doesn't necessarily 
mean an inmate committed a non- 
violent crime. 


“A single conviction in itself 
doesn’t really say what kind of a 
person you have. We have a fairly 
complex and efficient classification 
system to screen out those who 
would not be a good risk.”’ 


A convicted robber would not be 
automatically rejected from the 
work furlough program, Miller said, 
‘It depends on what kind of robbery 
it was, whether the man is a first or 
second termer...his whole 
background.” 


Every’/inmate is a potential risk, 
he added. ‘‘Our commitment is to 
release those persons to work 
furlough who present the least risk 
to the community.” 


Someone convicted of a murder 
could be an excellent risk, Miller 
said. ‘You may have a physician’ifij 
prison who committed murder. He, 
could have been your next-door® 
neighbor. You know he'll never: 
commit another crime in his life.’’” 

A prisoner serving time for 
assault would have a hard time 
getting into the work furlough. 
program, Miller said. ‘But we don't 
get that many check-writers in our 
prisons any more.”’ , 
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Financing picture cloudy for local schools, cities

Confusion and uncertainty have been a hallmark of 
local government financing since passage of Proposition 
13 in 1978. 

Facing a public that felt threatened by rising property 
taxes, local agencies turned to state bailout money to 
soften the predicted funding crunch. 

But Year Four of the tax-slashing measure will be a 
year of reckoning, local officials say; a sharp reduction 
in bailout money, inflation and proposed cuts at the 
federal level make this year’s financial outlook par- 
ticularly hazy. 

“I’m not too optimistic but I'm not depressed,”’ said 
Upland School district business manager Bill May. 

Because many of the cuts at the state and federal level 
are still in the proposal stage, any prediction of what 
local agencies might receive is premature. But the un- 
certainty has caused some West End agencies to take ac- 
tion. 

High School District, which has seen its contingency 
fund shrink to nothing after reaching the $3 million mark 
five years ago, according to district figures. 

District trustees plan to meet March 23 in an effort to 
ward off money shortages next year. 

Gov. Brown's proposed budget calls for school districts 
to receive approximately 5 percent more next year but 
local officials say that won’t be enough to cover inflation. 

But as Alta Loma School District business manager 
Stacy Nelson noted, each district will be affected 
differently by the proposal. Growing areas will receive 
more, he said, because of increasing student populations. 

Areas of declining enrollment are likely to see less 


*“money from the state, he added. 


“We're going to be in a bind this year,”’ Nelson said. 
“Because the economy is down and projections for 
growth are down. Our enrollment will probably 
stabilize.” 

Keeping pace with only a5 to 6 percent increase in fun- 
ding will be tough, according to Ontario-Montclair School 
District business manager Bob Duerr. 

The district plans to assemble all funding requests 
from each department then establish priorities. Each 
funding request will receive a ‘‘hard look’’ during budget 
discussions, he said. 

Another cloud looming on the horizon could affect the 
amount districts receive from the federal government. 
Budget cuts at that level could affect each district 
differently. 

May expects reductions in a federal program that 
provides funds to districts serving children of federal 
employees. 

Currently, he said, the district receives approximately 
$35,000 in federal ‘‘impact” funds. 

Other cuts in handicapped and lunch programs might 
also take money away from local districts. 

Duerr said loss of funding for the lunch program is 
likely to mean that eligibility requirements will be 


_ tightened.

While the Alta Loma district receives only a small 
amount for special education, Nelson said he’s unsure 
what amount of money will eventually be allocated to 
local districts. 

“T don’t think anyone knows what will happen,” he 
said. 

Reserves in the budget, May said, will help the Upland 
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district, yet he hopes efforts to increase the governor's 
education budget will succeed. 

Like school districts, cities face an uncertain budget 
picture. 

In Rancho Cucamonga, bailout funds totaling ap- 
proximately $200,000 have been used to beef up police 
services provided by the San Bernardino County Sheriff. 
That money would be cut should the governor’s proposal 
be adopted by the legislature. 

But a reevaluation of the city’s population will bring in 
an additional $140,000 in revenue sharing funds, accor- 
ding to city finance director Harry Ernpey. 


That increase in revenue sharing, however, will not 
take care of additional services in the city’s public safety 
program. 


“We're dealing with it (the proposed bailout cut) right 
now,” Empey said. ‘‘We’ve made our views known.”’ 

Upland faces a 92 percent reduction in its bailout total 
of $666,000, according to finance director Tim Brown. 
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Yet developing a budget, he said, adds up to a ‘“‘guess- 
ing game”’. 

‘Every year it gets tougher to live within the effects of 
Proposition 13,” he said. ‘Right now it’s cloudy and un- 
settled and it doesn’t look that good. 

“But,” he added, ‘‘there are too many variables. 
Nothing’s been passed or blessed by the legislature.” 


Assistant Montclair city administrator Randy Johnsen 
said Montclair would normally be processing its budget 
now. But certainties of state and federal budgets have 
held up that process until more information can be ob- 
tained. 


He noted that the city’s fiscal year could be well under 
way before the state budget is adopted (since passage of 
Proposition 13, each state budget was approved after 
July 1). 


Johnsen said any estimate of what might come from 
the state would be premature but added that he feels cer-

Montclair’s City Council has gone on record opposing 
cuts in aid to cities, he added. 


Ontario’s budget process is moving ahead under 
current financing laws, said city finance director Bop 
Nash.

Fired police chief 
runs for sheriff

Former Chino Police Chief Ge- 
rald W. Doyle, whose defiance led to 
his dismissal a year ago, has dis- 
closed that he is running for the post 
of sheriff of Riverside County 

The election won't take place un- 
til June, 1982, but Doyle said he 
wanted to get an early start, ‘‘be- 
cause it takes a lot to unseat an in- 
cumbent 


He will be running against Sheriff 
Ben Clark, who has held that office 
since 1963 

Doyle served as Chino’s police 
chief for four years. He was fired in 
February 1980, after an unsuccess- 
ful showdown with City Manager 
John Gerardi. As part of that show- 
down, Gerardi introduced evidence 
showing that Doyle's subordinates 
had ‘‘lost confidence’ in the chief's 
ability to perform his job 

The same day that the City Coun- 
cil was ratifying Doyle’s dismissal, 


a group of civic organizations 
named him Chino’s ‘‘Man of the 
Year.” 

Doyle said he did not think his dis- 
missal in Chino would have a major 
effect on his campaign for sheriff 
He claimed a fourth of all the police 
chiefs in the state are fired every 
year by city councils dissatisfied 
with their performances 

“Tt (his firing) was a political de- 
cision,’’ he contended. ‘‘I had served 
for four years, which is longer than 
the average. Besides, I served in the 
Riverside sheriff's department for 
16 years, and was a lieutenant there 
before I took the job in Chino.” 

Doyle claims that despite Gerar- 
di’s charges of incompetence, he 
served Chino well, reducing crime 
and improving public relations. He 
has filed suits amounting to $7 mil- 
lion in damages against the city for 
alleged defamation of character, in- 
vasion of privacy and violation of 
civil rights. Those suits are still 
pending in state and federal courts.

said. ‘‘But ever since I read ‘The Backyard Mechanic,’ 
I’ve been tuning my own car. I change the oil, adjust the 
points and adjust the carburetor.

Remez explained that the center, which is head- 
quartered in Washington but handles distribution in 
Colorado, measures consumer concerns by taking a look 
at which government publications are most requested. 

If we list a booklet in the catalog and consumers don’t 
request it, we'll pull it from the next quarter’s catalog,” 
she said. ‘‘That way we know we’re offering consumers 
just what they want. We’re responding to common con- 
sumer needs.” 

The most popular free booklet last year, according to 
Remez, was an 86-page publication called ‘“‘Home Food 
Preservation.’’ It’s a how-to guide for home canning,

The top seller in the for-a-fee category is a 60-cent, 8- 
page publication called ‘‘Exercise and Weight Control.” 
The booklet includes a chart showing calories used per 
hour for various activities. 

The catalog even offers a list of publications designed 
especially for children. There’s ‘‘The Things the 
Professor Forgot,” a free coloring book in rhyme 
designed to teach children about good nutrition. ‘‘Give a 
Hoot — Don’t Pollute!’’ includes a poster and a coloring 
sheet aimed at teaching youngsters the importance of en- 
vironmental protection. 

She explained that the various government agencies 
participating in the project pay for the publication of 
their own booklets. The Consumer Information Center, 
with a staff of 18 and a $1.4 million budget, offers 
guidance, helps in editing — and then reviews each of the 
publications. 

The fall 1979 issue of the Consumer Information 
Catalog lists 136 booklets available free from the center. 
An additional 85 booklets are offered for a charge The 
catalog lists each booklet with a brief description of what 
the publication offers.

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Local craftsman grinds, blends, 
polishes to restore antique glass

Do you have a crystal goblet put 
away because the stem is broken 
and you can’t use it but can’t throw 
it away either? 

Or how about that chipped glass 
heirloom which has been relegated 
to the back of the display cabinet? 

There’s good news. A man in 
Ontario can fix them. 

‘‘No Longer Despair — Let 
Eberhardt Repair” is the motto of 
Eberhardt’s Antique Glass Repair 
Shop housed in the garage behind 
the home of Jim and June 
Eberharat. 

With dexterity and skill, Jim 
Eberhardt grinds and polishes 
articles of glass in so fine a way that 
the naked eye can’t tell where a 





repair has been made. 

“The secret in restoring is 
blending and polishing,’ he said 
during a recent visit to his shop. 

To eliminate the chips, Jim first 
grinds them, then polishes and 
bevels the edges of the glass pieces 
until the edge is perfectly even or 
the designs in articles such as cut 
glass match. 


To do the work, he uses wheels 
from large ones of cast iron to small 
ones of diamonds embedded in 
nickel. The tools vary in size from 
16 inches down to toothpick size. 


Less than a month ago, Jim was 
joined in the workshop by his father, 
Jim Sr., who is better known as 
“AR.” Jim began teaching ‘‘Al’’ how 
to repair glass. This was a switch 
because years ago. ‘“‘Al’ taught

Jim to repair small appliances. 

Now 85 and recently widowed, 
“Al” decided to find something 
more to do and finds the work ‘‘very 
rewarding.”’ 

“It’s really my third or fourth 
career,” he said with a beaming 
grin. He retired in 1959 from 
General Electric after working 
there for 30 years and opened his 
small appliance repair shop. After 
10 years, he once again retired to 
“experience about 10 years of 
retirement. Then when my wife 
passed away, I decided to move into 
a new career,” he said as he turned 
back to the large wheel and began 
grinding a chip out of a wine glass. 

After ‘‘Al’’ does the ‘‘rough 
work,’ Jim sits down at a huge 
workbench with thousands of tools 
to begin the delicate work by hand. 

“This is like sitting down at a big 
organ,”’ he said. 

“When you work with glass, 
everything has torun under water or 
at least be wet,’ Jim said. 
Whenever a wheel or other tool gets 
dry, he re-wets it. He often has to 
stop his work to make his own tools 
because what he has isn’t quite the 
right size or won’t do the job he 
wants. He makes both emery wheels 
and buffs. 

‘Each tool has a different purpose 
for different stages (in the repair) 
and for different types of repair,” 
he explained. 

Eberhardt also does cement work 
with glass pieces such as putting a 
new stem on a wine goblet or a base 
back on a bowl. He has special 
buffing tools to get rid.of 
discoloration in a vase, which he 
calls ‘‘sick glass.” 

‘Flowers, especially roses, have 
acid which etches the glass,” he 
said, adding that this work can be 
very touchy. 





‘‘You can use an ink eraser to test 
the stain. If it (the eraser) starts to 
remove it, it will probably polish 
out.”’ 

When Jim Eberhardt can’t repair 
a glass antique or collectible, he 
strives to salvage at least part of it 
by creating something new — such 
as the glass bells he makes from the 
bowls of crystal goblets. 

‘As long as you follow normal 
laws, you can do a lot with glass. 
People don’t realize how much can 
be done. 

‘You have to visualize in your 
mind what it will look like, the way 
a draftsman sees the completed 
item,’’ he suggested. 

Besides the glass bells, Jim 
Eberhardt makes wind chimes out 
of broken glass and clocks out of 
glass plates. 

“Don’t ever throw anything 
away,” he advised. ‘‘There are all 
kinds of things you can do with a 
broken goblet, for instance.” 

The glass repairman has a large 
supply of broken glass, which he 
calls ‘‘donors.’’ In one corner of the 
shop are boxes upon boxes of 
“donors” that have been given to 
him. He took a stem from a box and 
showed how he could restore a 
water goblet by adding this new 
stem. 

Jim Eberhardt’s interest in glass 
repair grew naturally from his other 
hobbies of collecting depression 
glass and being a rockhound. 

Jim and June Eberhardt began 
collecting depression glass after his 
mother gave them a book on this 
collectible. They soon became 
charter members of the Montclair 
Depression Glass Club. Jim took 
restored glass to club meetings, and 
soon members were asking him to 
restore their broken collectibles. 

What started as a hobby about 10

make his own tools such as buffs and emery wheels to do just the 


right job. 


years ago has now grown into a 
family business that keeps Jim 
Eberhardt busy in his shop for 10 to 
12 hours many days. When June 
comes home from teaching school in 
Chino, she joins Jim and ‘‘Al’’ in the 
workshop, where she washes 
repaired glass pieces, packs them 
and checks orders that are ready to 
be picked up. 

People from all over the country 
ship broken glass to Eberhardt’s 


repairshop in hopes he can restore 
their heirlooms and collectibles. 

But although it is a family 
business, Jim still looks at it as a 
hobby — because it is something he 
loves to do and is adept at, andas he 
says, ‘It has to be a hobby because 
you reinvest (in equipment) what 
you take in.” 

And remember Jim’s motto; ‘No 
Longer Despair — Let Eberhardt 
Repair.”

The woman sat nervously 
facing the auditor for the 
Internal Revenue Service 
as he thumbed through 
canceled checks for 
medical services. 

The auditor looked at the 
front of the check and then 
ilipped it over to see the 
back. 

FinalJly, he looked back at 
the woman and said, ‘‘Ah, I 
see you were spayed last 
year.” 

The check was made out 
to a doctor, whose signature 
on the back of the check 
was followed by the letters 
D.V.M. 

Payments to doctors of 
veterinary medicine, the 
woman found out, are not 
tax deductible. 

And then there was the 
guy who had a $25 canceled 
check made out to Licorice 
Pizza. The man claimed it 
was a business luncheon. 

Licorice Pizza is a record 


former auditor and now 
public affairs worker for 
the IRS. 

The auditors have heard 
almost every tale possible, 
Leach said. 

Probably the most com- 
mon story is the one about 
the stolen records. 

The taxpayer claims he 
had all the receipts and 
canceled checks in one 
place, but a burglar broke 
in and took them. 

“It’s become a big joke 
around here, that ‘record 
thief’ who breaks in and 
steals only records,’’ Leach 
said. 

There are lots of 
variations on the theme. 

“Some say the dogs eat 
them, others, the rabbits 
nibbled them. Or else they 
were in the car when it was 
stolen. The fire burned 
them. The mud slide swept 
them away.” 


However, thefts and dis- 
appearances of records do 


records, Leach said. 

Banks, churches, 
charitable organizations, 
doctors and others keep 
records, and those can be 
copied when the originals 
are lost, she said. 

One man came in for his 
appointment and told the 
auditor he lost his records 
on his way to the office. 

He claimed he threw the 
records into the back of his 
pickup truck and they must 
have blown away on the 
freeway. 

While the auditor was not 
impressed, the same story 
had been told at another 
IRS office, Leach said. 

But that man was follow- 
ed in a little later by an of- 
ficer from the California 


Highway Patrol. The of- 
ficer’s arms were ioaded 
with financial documents 
which had, in fact, blown 
out of the truck, she said. 

Another common 
cheating system is altering 
the canceled checks. 


‘‘We’ve even had 
ministers’ wives do it,” 
Leach said. 


The people try to slip 
another ‘‘1’’ between the 
dollar sign and first 
number. Or maybe an extra 

On? 

But people do not usually 
know is the bank marks at 
the bottom of the check the 
amount it paid out when the 
check was cashed. 

However, the 
auditors do know that. 


IRS 


The IRS uses a coding 
system to detect tax returns 
that may deserve special 
attention. 

By averaging different 
returns based on income 
and family size, the IRS can 
judge which returns seem 
excessive. Each return is 
scored that way. 

“The higher the score, 
the more the difference 
between the return and the 
average,’’ Leach said. 

For example, if a man 
making $15,000 a year 
shows $5,000 spent for 
business meals and liquor 
expenses, he will more than 
likely be called in. 

“This one guy did have 
huge amounts written off 
for lunches and liquor. He

said he had to get people 
looped before they would do 
any business with him. 

“Of course, everyone 
does have a bad year,” 
Leach said. ‘‘Your house 
burns down or business 
wasn’t good and that’s why 
we call you down to explain 
1; 

But based on past ex- 
periences, claims of theft, 
robbery, fires and wind 
losses have proved un- 
reliable, she said. 

“Large rental losses is 
another,’’ Leach said. ‘It 
seems doubtful that people 
would be losing all that 
money renting property and 
staying in the business. 

“Some of it is for in- 
vestments and write-offs 


for depreciation. There are 
a lot of expianations for 
those things and that’s what 
we want to hear.”’ 

An audit ‘‘can be a very 
stressful and fearful situa- 
tion for most people,’’ she 
said. 

‘‘We’ve had people come 
in here carrying a suitcase, 
ready to go to jail. Others 
come down with friends so 
they will have someone to 
drive their car home.” 

But the IRS is not about to 
throw the taxpayer in jail, 
she said. 

The auditors realize the 
taxpayers’ fears and most 
will try to make it easier for 
them, she said. 

One taxpayer said he felt 
uncomfortable sitting in a

The auditor said it would 
be fine, and even joined the 
man on the floor to conduct 
the audit. 

‘‘We are humans, too,” 
she said, admitting, 
however, ‘“‘most auditors 
will not say what they do for 
a living.”’ 

When it comes to paying. 
taxpayers have to come up 
with cash or property. 

‘We don’t accept credit 
cards and trading stamps,” 
she said.

SACRAMENTO — Six years ago, Dave Carter and his 
wife, Donna, left what many would consider the good life 
in populous Orange County and moved to the rustic old 
Gold Rush town of Nevada City in the rolling Sierra 
foothills 

They gave up the security of Carter’s well-paying 
public-relations job at Knott’s Berry Farm in a search 
for a different style of living, and to be closer to the ski 
slopes that abound less than an hour away from Nevada 
City. 

Carter, 34, said he was out of work for six months until 
I talked my way into the newspaper.’ Now he is editor of 
the Nevada County Independent, a 2,000-circulation 


_ weekly serving the foothills communities 40 miles 
+ northeast of the state capital.

With their move, the Carters became part of a new 
wave of migration that is reshaping the population map 
of California. 

That migration is reflected in recently released 
preliminary data from the 1980 federal census that shows 
a stagnation or loss of population in the state’s two major 
urban areas of San Francisco and Los Angeles, while 
communities beyond the original suburbs of those cities 
continue to grow rapidly 

More surprising, the census figures show a virtual 
explosion of population in what once seemed the most 
unlikely places: such as Nevada County, where the 
Carters were among the 25,405 people added to the 
county in the 1970s — nearly doubling the population in 10 
years. 

To the north, south and east around Nevada County. 
the population boom is echoing through once empty 
foothills and mountain valleys, producing astronomical 
percentage-growth figures 

Tiny Alpine County, just to the south in the rugged 
Sierras, grew 125.8 percent in the last decade, while 
neighboring Mono County's population jumped 113.9 
percent. El Dorado, another Gold Rush county next door, 
increased 94.4 percent while Lake and Mariposa 
counties, in the foothills to the north and south of 
Sacramento, increased 86.8 and 83.8 percent 
respectively. 

Although the actual numbers of people are small — 
compared to the 500,363 additional people San Diego 
County attracted, to record the largest numerical growth 
in the state for the 1970s — the impact on the remote 
counties is significant. 

Calls for growth control, once heard solely in the 
suburban counties such as Contra Costa, Marin and Santa 
Clara, now are ringing through once sleepy towns like 
Grass Valley, Placerville and Nevada City. 

Also significant is the large population growth in the 
Central Valley, the high desert and the distant Los 
Angeles exurban counties, such as Riverside and San 
Bernardino. 

Elizabeth Hoag, a Supervisor in the state Department 
of Finances Population Research Unit here, summed up 
the shifting growth patterns this way: 

“The rural areas of the state are growing more rapidly 
than the urban and the foothill counties, the gold country 
is growing even more rapidly,” she said. “‘The northern 
half of the state is growing faster than the southerm, on a 
percentage basis.”’ 

Tables produced by Hoag’s statisticians show that the 
16 counties classified as mountain grew 55 percent in the 
last decade. The seven ‘‘gold country’’ counties within 
that group grew 78.1 percent. 

The southern end of the state — San Diego and 
Imperial counties — grew at the second-fastest rate, 36.1 
percent, followed by the nine counties in the Sacramento 
Valley, 26.4 percent, the five Central Coast counties, 25.4 
percent, the eight counties of the San Joaquin Valley, 
24.8 percent, and the four North Coast counties, 24.3 
percent. 

By contrast, the five counties in the Los Angeles urban 
area grew only 14.5 percent and the nine counties in the 
San Francisco Bay region increased only 10.6 percent. 

Within those regions, the differential growth is even 
more pronounced. 

San Francisco had the distinction of actually losing 
population, declining 41,611 in the last decade, a 5.8 
percent reduction. Alameda County, across the bridge, 
grew 2.4 percent, but most of that was in the far eastern 
end of the county while the inner cities of Alameda, 
Oakland and Berkeley went down between 6 and 10 
percent. 

Contra Costa County continued to grow, up 17 percent, 
but again at the eastern and southem edges, while the 
bayside communities grew more slowly, or declined. 

The Contra Costa city of Hercules, a one-time 
company town noted only for its dynamite plant, 
experienced a far different explosion in the 1970s, 
recording a population growth of 2,244 percent as the 
abandoned plant site became a subdivision housing 6,000 
people. 

Los Angeles County’s population boom fizzled in the 
late 1970s, producing a growth rate for the decade of 5,7 


percent.

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Moon rover brings new hope for quadriplegics

Eleven years ago, the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration sent men to the moon. 

Soon, it expects to put quadriplegics and other severely 
handicapped people in cars on the nation’s highways with 
special controls developed for space travel. 

The lunar rover, operated through almost automatic 
controls by Apollo astronauts on the moon, suggested to 
NASA engineers the technology to put the controls on 
autos. 

A quadriplegic was invited to try to drive a space rover 
at NASA’s Johnson Space Center in Houston to see if the 
idea was feasible. It was. The quadriplegic was able to 
start, stop, turn, back and park the rover. 

NASA and the Veterans Administration’s Prosthetics 
Center then began a long - range program to integrate 
the rover’s control devices into a passenger vehicle, and 
field testing is under way to determine whether the han- 


dicapped can drive such vehicles in traffic. 

The new car is only one of hundreds of spin -off 
technological applications developed by NASA since it 
began work on space vehicles. 

Although space technology was created to ensure the 
reliability of lone spacecraft and to preserve the lives of 
astronauts in space, much of it is adaptable to the needs 
of many who are ‘‘isolated on earth, the handicapped and 
the aged,’ said Robert Frosch, NASA administrator. 

Several government agencies, university medical 
centers and corporations are cooperating in this work, 
developing rechargeable pacemakers, improved 
prosthetic limbs, more effective early - warning 
diagnostic tools and other technological aids for the 
health industry. 

“There is increasing concern about the quality of life 
of the elderly and a continuing concern with the plight of 
the handicapped,’’ said Frosch. “‘Some of the new 
materials, devices and processes that have been 


developed for aerospace uses will assist in alleviating 
some of these problems, with the help of people who 
care. 

Dr. Cynthia Morris, a professor at American Universi- 
ty and a paraplegic, has been evaluating a composite 
foldable walker light enough to carry while walking on 
crutches. It forms a stable platform for her to walk up 
and down stairs, improving her mobility and in- 
dependence. 

It is made of a NASA - developed graphite - epoxy com- 
posite, stronger than aluminum but half as heavy. 

Another development, the Spacecoat, helps people stay 
warm who are forced to live in cold rooms because of the 
high cost of electricity. The lining is of the type 
developed to protect astronauts. 

Cancer therapy is being enhanced by NASA research 
equipment. the NASA Lewis Research Center’s 
cyclotron has been made available to the Cleveland 
Clinic Foundation. It can direct a neutron beam for the

There's trouble brewing in 
videoland. 

March is usually a big month for 
local subscription television 
systems — their annual screening of 
Academy Award-nominated films 
traditionally creates excitement 
and a lot of new subscriptions. 


But there won't be any special 
films to view this year. The major 
film studios have announced they 
won't release their movies for the 
special screenings this year, 
according to David Wyler, director 
of programming for On-TV in Los 
Angeles. 


‘It was a concious decision on the 
part of the studios that they did not 
want to unveil all their films to the 
Los Angeles market,” he said. 


Although there’s a lot of talk of 
disappointment among spokesmen 
for the television systems, there 
isn’t any talk of refunds for new 
customers who signed up in hopes of 
seeing the screenings 


The most optimistic view comes 
from Bob Strock, Theta TeleZ 
Channel (a division of Theta Cable 
Television) marketing manager. ‘‘I 
don’t know,” he said, ‘‘We may have 
to approach that if it comes up.” 


Both Wyler and Bill Mechanic, 
director of programming for 
SelecTV, said they didn’t advertise 
special screenings in March so they 
see no reason for refunds 


“We didn't promise any academy 
screenings in March.... We did 
promise them in January and we 
delivered,’ Wyler said, referring to 
pre-nomination screenings all three 
Los Angeles area systems 
presented 


On and Selec representatives see 
no programming problems 
generated by the studio's decision 
because they program by the month 
and they already have movies 
scheduled. Their plans, they said, 
were simply to cancel some 
scheduled movies when academy- 
nominated films became available 
and make substitutions 

The Z Channel was hit hardest 
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time. 


The channel programs by the week, 
showing a small cluster of films for 
seven days. Strock said the entire 
week of March 13-19 was left blank, 
reserved for the special screenings. 


Strock said he’s put together a 

special package of past Academy 
Award-winning films including 
‘Henry The Fifth,’ ‘Carnal 
Knowledge,’’ ‘‘Lady Sings the 
Blues,’’ ‘Lenny,’ ‘‘North By 
Northwest,’’ ‘‘Sunday Bloody 
Sunday,” ‘America, America,” 
‘“812"' and ‘‘Shoeshine.”’ 


The studio decision breaks a Z 
Channel tradition standing since 
1974. ‘‘We started all this back in 
‘74."’ Strock said. ‘‘This is kind of a 
surprise to us. We were 
disappointed but there’s not much 
we can do about it.” 


Wyler remembered 1974 too. ‘‘It 
all started with the screening of 
‘Annie Hall’ and then it swept the 
Oscars that year. It opened the 
floodgates.’ 


Studios and distributors who felt 
their films needed more exposure 
became eager to offer them for 
special screenings at crucial 
Academy Awards time. Wyler 
added that big studios with well- 
received films were always 
reluctant to provide their movies for 
screening 


Strock said during the mid-70s 
only Z Channel had the screenings 
and although many subscribers 
were academy members with 
valuable votes, the system was 
smaller then 


Now, he said. 70,000 of Theta’s 
100,000 Los Angeles and West End 
area customers have Z. On-TV is 
estimated to have 350,000 customers 
and SelecTV has about 75,000. 


‘At first there weren't that many 
of us but now between On, Selec and 
ourselves there’s probably half a 
million people,” Strock said. 


“You're hurting theatrical 
payoff,’ Mechanic said. ‘You're 
not going to take away millions of 
dollars of box office to show the 
films on TV systems. That's the 
reality.”’

Abagnale began passing bad checks at 16 when he ran 
away from a wealthy New York family. Before his 
career ended at 21 in Southern France, he passed bad 
checks totaling $2.5 million in all 50 states of this country 
and 26 foreign countries.

The amount of money stolen annually through these 
types of ‘‘white-collar crime” is enormous. 


More than 400,000 hot checks, or checks drawn on 
accounts that do not exist or have insufficient funds, are 
passed each day, according to Abagnale who quoted FBI 


figures. 


Less than 30 percent of the money is ever recovered 


Forged checks, which could be personal checks, 
payroll checks, traveler’s checks or cashier’s checks, 


can be spotted easily, said Abagnale, who offered several 


helpful hints. 


First is to look for a perforated edge. All checks, 
except those issued by the U.S. government, have at 
least one perforated edge. Forged checks do not in nearly 
90 percent of the cases. The equipment that do that is 


expensive and difficult to transport, he said. — 


Another way is to look at the code at the botton or 
every check. The first two numbers refer to one of the 12 
Federal Reserve Bank districts. A forger will generally 
change that number so that checks will be sent to the 


wrong clearinghouse, and that buys the criminal time to 


pass more checks in one area before he is detected.

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Couple blend writing styles 
while maintaining identities

A Claremont couple who have spent 13 years writing a 
historical biography say they manage to blend writing 
styles while maintaining their individual identities. 

Robert E. Morseberger, professor of English at Cal 
Poly Pomona, and Katharine M. Morseberger, bulletin 
editor at Pitzer College. are authors of ‘‘Lew Wallace 
Militant Romantic,’ a biography of the author of ‘‘Ben- 
Hur’ and Civil War general, recently published by 
McGraw-Hill 

Research for the book started in 1968. The couple. 
working in spurts, visited many of the sites in the book 
They worked with primary sources and unpublished Wal- 
lace correspondence. The research took them to Wal- 
lace’s hometown of Crawfordsville, Ind., and the Library 
of Congress in Washington, D.C. where they spent ex- 
tended times researching little-known details. 

Both researched the book. Then they each wrote sepa- 
rate chapters but worked on the other's chapters so that 
the style of the final text was uniform 

The Morsebergers are prolific writers. The Cal Poly 
professor has written seven other books, including two 
during the time the Wallace book was being completed, 
and some 70 articles. 

Mrs. Morseberger has published a number of articles 
in journals and collaborated with her husband on an arti- 
cle about John Steinbeck 

‘We may recommend editorial changes in the other's 
‘writings, but we never make a change without consent,” 
Moresberger explained. ‘‘I think there are many authors’ 
wives who are really co-authors but who don’t get credit 
as collaborators.” 

Morseberger had a contract with the publisher to do 
the book on Wallace as a part of a series he had been au- 
thoring. He decided to expand this book to a complete 
historical biography. As his wife, who hold a degree as a 
historian, became more involved in the collection of in- 
formation, Morseberger had a new contract written to 

include her as an author.

The Morsebergers were honored at a banquet and par- 
ticipated in a symposium held on the Wabash College 
campus in Centerville, Ind. 

‘‘We gave the evening address at the symposium on 
Wallace and participated with seven experts on Wallace. 
plus his great-grandson, a sports writer,’’ Morseberger 
noted. 

The couple first became interested in Wallace while 
Morseberger was on the faculty at Miami University in 
Oxford, Ohio. Wallace was credited with saving nearby 
Cincinnati while he was serving as the youngest major 
general in the Civil War. 

Wallace was born in Indiana in 1827 and died in Feb- 
rury 1905. His colorful and varied career also included 
serving in the Mexican War, being territorial governor of 
New Mexico, serving as an American minister in Con- 
stantinople and authoring several books. 

The Morsebergers’ book is more than the story of a 
man. It provides little-known intimiate details of Civil 
War battles, of the conflict between the U.S. and Mexico 
and of history in the late 1800s.

ten in 1880. The book has remained in print since being 
published. He also wrote books based upon his interest in 
Mexico and Turkey. 

‘Ben-Hur’ has been produced three times as a movie. 
The first silent film in 1907 resulted in a landmark legal 
decision. The movie was produced without permission of 
the Wallace family. The author’s son, Henry, sued and 
won. As the result, it was established that writers are en- 
titled to compensation when their books are used for 
movies. 

Movies of the book also were made in 1925 and 1959. 

The Morsebergers interviewed William Wyler, pro- 
ducer of the 1959 ‘‘Ben-Hur’’ and were impressed with 
his detailed research to make the movie as historically 
accurate as possible. 

Mrs. Morseberger reports that her greatest thrill in 
researching the book was uncovering some unpublished 
documents owned by the Ben-Hur Insurance Co. in Indi- 
ana. One article, an eyewitness account of the opening of 
a play about ‘‘Ben-Hur,” is included in the book.

Date harvest begins 
in Coachella Valley

COACHELLA VALLEY 
— Most of them are the size 
of your thumb, dusty tan 
and as dry as the desert 
wind, oozing from paper 
horns of plenty at the crest 
of 50-foot palm trees. 

These are the dates that 
will be cooked, washed, 
steamed and pitted, their 
rich, moist facades 
beckoning sweet - toothed 
shoppers from here to the 
Far East 

But first they must be 
harvested, between 30 and 
40 million pounds of them, 
in this meandering date 
capital of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

More than 95 percent of 
the dates in the Western 
world are grown in this 
arid, sun - nourished valley 
120 miles southeast of Los 
Angeles, within a 15-mile 
radius of the city of Indio 

Each year, from late 
October through February, 
the dates are harvested by 
crews of laborers who trim 
them in bunches from the 
towering palms, where they 
ripen in the shade of the 


cone - shaped paper bags 
that resemble hollowed 
pyramids 


The bags are tied around 
each cluster of dates to 
protect them from dust 
insects, birds and — most 
importantly from a 
possible summer or fall 
cloudburst 

There are 99 varieties of 
dates, it is said, but the ones 
being clipped from this 60- 
acre date garden in the 
heart of the valley and 
loaded into bins are mostly 
Deglet Noor 

All but 5 percent of the 
dates harvested here are 
Deglet Noor, a plump, tasty 
variety that can be found in 
abundance on store shelves 
The remaining varieties, 
including the drier Thory 
are sold to bakeries or 
included in backpackers 
% trail mix 
It is a healthy, heavy 
,»industry. One major 
company, Sun World Inc 
will process an anticipated 
10-11 million pounds of 
dates during the growing 
season Twenty-five 
percent will be exported to 
European countries 

But the process is 
difficult and detailed, 
requiring the expertise of 
skilled workers, packers 


and growers who take pride 
in what they call the 
tastiest, juiciest dates in 
the world. 

One of the growers is 
Sunair ‘‘Sunny” Chuchian, 
whose family has been in 
the date - growing business 
for generations 

Chuchian, leading a group 
of journalists on an 
educational tour of his 60- 
acre garden, picks up a 
handful of freshly picked 
dates that look as similar to 
the kind you will buy in a 
store as a wild oats do toa 
breakfast cereal 

Some are rough and 
wrinkled, as if overexposed 
to the desert sun. 

Others are smooth and 
firm, ‘“green,’’ Chuchian 
calls them, because they 
are not yet ripe 

“That's the way the 
Arabs like them,”’ he says 
They are tender enough but 
far from sweet, They will 
be taken to the packing 
house to be artificially 
ripened and ‘‘you won't be 
able to taste the 
difference,” he says. “We'll 
heat them at 100 degrees for 
four or five days 

“Years ago — say 15 or 20 

we would never pick the 
unripened dates. Now we 
have the ripe and the greens 
box We pick 
four or five times more now 
than we did then. It'll take 
two weeks to harvest these 
60 acres (with 50 trees per 
acre) 

The cost of labor is such, 
he explains, that it is not 
feasible to spread the 
harvest time over a longer 
period, to stagger the 
picking of the dates 

We had a better quality 
of date then he admits 

The worker, a Bracero 
relatively cheap labor 
imported from Mexico) 
would climb up and select 
the ripe dates 


in the same 


Now, said Chuchian, he 
pays more for less work 
His crewmen usually make 
$100 per day, upward of 
$20,000 per year 

They're the highest paid 
labor in the industry,” he 
savs, watching a 130-pound 
worker scale a 50-foot tree 
while deftly manipulating a 
200-pound ladder 

There are only 250 men 
in the Coachella Valley who 
do this type of work. They 
are in demand and they 
know it

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While the dates may grow 
on trees, they do not get 
there by accident. Chuchian 
and his fellow growers must 
pollinate the female, date - 
bearing palms with pollen 
extracted from the flowers 
of the male trees. One male 
palm can pollinate 50 
female palms 

The pollen, said 
Chuchian, is either sprayed 
into the female bloom or 
inserted in puffs of cotton, 
The process usually begins 
in April 

The palms, regardless of 
season, have a formidable 
thirst. Every two weeks, on 
the average, the date 
gardens are irrigated until 
they resemble a lake. 

“Nothing ,’’ says 
Chuchian, “‘takes water like 
date trees, They say a date 
tree has to have its feet in 
the water and its head in the 
sun.”’ 

The rich soil here, baked 
by the relentless sun, is 
irrigated by canal water 
from the Colorado River. 


Date palms, when 
properly watered, can yield 
upward of 300 pounds of 
fruit in a year, with 12 to 20 
bunches on each tree. 

While some date gardens 
are being removed to make 
way for subdivisions, others 
are being planted. It may 
take as many as 10 years, 
however, for a tree to 
produce a bountiful crop of 
dates 

Date palms in this valley 
date to 1913, when they 
were transplanted from 
Algeria.
